TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  WORSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  iny  annual  report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  during  the  year  1959.  The  report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with 
instructions  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  Circular  1/60  dated  8th 
January,  1960, 

Full  comment  is  made  in  the  body  of  the  report  on  the  various  vital 
statistics  and  here  I  take  the  opportunity  of  making  one  or  two  comments  of 
a  more  general  nature. 

The  population  as  at  mi.d-1959  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  to 
be  37,620  and  it  will  be  interesting  in  twelve  months'  time  to  have  the  actual 
population  as  determined  by  census.  The  birthrate  at  16.7,  though  lower  than 
that  for  1958  (17.6),  continues  to  be  markedly  higher  than  it  was  in  the 
period  1950-55,  and  seems  to  reflect  the  continued  high  level  of  general 
prosperity  in  the  District.  The  infant  mortality  rate,  at  15,9  per  1000  live 
births,  is  very  satisfactory,  but  it  is  sad  to  note  that  3,8^o  of  all  live 
births,  as  compared  with  2.5%  in  1958,  were  illegitimate. 

The  fact  that  there  were  33  deaths  from  bronchitis  during  the  year  under 
review  (as  compared  with  24  in  1958)  should  provide  an  additional  spur  to  the 
Council  in  the  declaration  of  smoke  control  areas  throughout  the  District. 
Apart  from  these  recorded  cases  with  a  fatal  outcome,  this  disease  is 
undoubtedly  a  cause  of  much  illhealth  and  incapacity,  and  any  steps  taken  to 
reduce  the  amount  of  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  will  contribute  in  some 
measure  to  the  saving  of  life  and  the  amelioration  of  suffering. 

With  reference  to  infectious  diseases,  one  notes  that  there  was  an 
outbreak  of  measles  with  671  cases  notified,  and  that  there  were  155  cases 
of  sonne  dysentery.  This  latter  mild  but  highly  communicable  infection 
involves  the  Department  in  a  considerable  volume  of  time  consuming  work  in 
the  collection  of  samples  for  bacteriological  clearance  and  the  follow-up 
of  contacts. 
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In  regard  to  the  services  which  are  provided  within  the  Urban  District, 
to  which  brief  reference  is  made  on  pages  14  to  17  ,  it  is  worth  noting 
that  the  Worsley  Aged  Persons  Welfare  Committee,  which  has  for  some  years  been 
providing  a  very  good  chiropody  service  for  aged  persons,  is  now  providing 
this  service  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  and  that  it  is  now  free  of  charge. 
A  reminder  that  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  is  available  for  everyone  up 
to  the  age  of  40  years  is  not  out  of  place  here,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  by  the  end  of  1959  slightly  more  than  25%  of  the  entire  population  of  the 
Urban  District  had  been  vaccinated  against  this  disease. 

It  remains  for  me  finally  to  express  my  appreciation  of  your  continued 
support  and  confidence  throughout  the  year,  and  of  the  fine  team  work  and 
loyal  co-operation  of  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department,

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  7,242  acres  and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by 
the  Borough  of  Farnworth  and  the  Urban  District  of  Kearsley,  the  Borough  of  Swinton  and 
Pendlebury  on  the  east,  and  the  Borough  of  Eccles  and  the  Urban  District  of  Irlam  to 
the  south  and  the  County  Borough  of  Bolton  and  Urban  District  of  Tyldesley  to  the  west. 

The  area  slopes  gradually  from  north  to  south,  the  highest  point  being  Spa  Lane 
near  the  Farnworth  boundary  which  is  379  feet  above  ordnance  datum,  and  the  lowest  point 
is  in  Barton  Road  near  the  Eccles  boundary  which  is  76  feet  above  ordnance  datum. 

The  district  is  mixed  in  character  being  partly  rural,  partly  residential  and  , 
partly  industrial,  A  large  part  of  the  district  is  subject  to  mining  subsidence  and  a 
large  area  of  agricultural  land  north  of  Malkins  Wood  Farm,  Boothstown,  has  become 
submerged  by  water. 

The  district  is  well  served  by  transport  facilities,  both  rail  and  bus  services, 
The  Bridgewater  Canal,  along  which  large  quantities  of  coal  are  transported,  traverses 
the  district  from  east  to  west. 

Two  trunk  roads,  the  Liverpool  East  Lancashire  Road  (A. 580)  and  the  Manchester 
to  Choriey  Road  (A. 6)  pass  through  the  district.  In  addition  there  are  many  mineral 
lines  radiating  from  collieries  to  the  various  disposal  points, 

A  wide  variety  of  industry  is  carried  on  in  the  district  and  new  ones  are  also 
being  established.  The  principal  industries  are  as  follows:-  coal  mining,  cotton 
spinning,  weaving  and  dyeing,  tailoring  and  garment  making,  light  and  heavy  engineering 
chemical  manufacture  and  food  preparation  and  processing. 

No  conditions  of  occupation  appear  to  have  had  a  prejudicial  effect  on  the 
health  of  residents  of  the  district. 

There  were  12,867  inhabited  houses  at  the  31st  December.  This  represents  an 
occupational  density  of  2.92  persons  per  occupied  dwellinghouse . 
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The  resident  population  of  Worsley  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as  at 
mid-1959  was  37,620  an  increase  of  1,120  on  the  estimated  population  for  the  previous 
year  (36,500)  and  an  increase  of  10,257  on  the  1951  Census  population  (27,363). 

Reference  to  Table  II  in  the  Appendix  will  give  some  idea  of  the  rapid  growth  in  the 
population  of  the  District  over  the  past  20  years,  a  growth  which  has  been  due  both  to 
natural  increase  and  in  recent  years  to  the  "Overspill"  housing  development. 

BIRTHS  (See  Tables  I  and  II) 

The  number  of  live  births  during  1959  was  630,  (311  males  and  319  females)  as 
compared  with  644  in  1958.  This  gives  a  live  birth-rate  of  16.7  per  1,000  population, 
which  is  a  little  below  the  rate  for  the  previous  year  (17.6)  but  above  the  average 
rate  for  the  five  years  1954/1958  (16.5). 

STILL-BIRTHS  (See  Table  I) 

The  still-births  numbered  9.  The  still-birth  rate  was  14.1  per  1,000  live  and 
still-births  as  compared  with  21.3  per  1,000  in  1958  and  an  average  rate  of  27.3  for 
the  five  years  1954/58. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY  (See  Table  I) 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  1959;  a  total  of  three  such 
had  occurred  during  the  five  years  1954/58. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  (See  Tables  I  and  II) 

During  1959  there  were  10  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  which  gives 
an  infant  mortality  rate  of  15.9  per  1,000  live  births.  This  rate  compares  with  an 
average  rate  of  21,5  for  the  five  years  1954/58  and  bears  favourable  comparision  with 
the  national  rate  of  22.0  in  1959. 

The  neonatal  deaths,  i.e.  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month  of 
life,  were  8,  giving  a  neonatal  mortality  of  12.7  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  wit! 
an  average  rate  of  16.5  for  the  fbur  years  1954/57.

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DEATHS 


(See  Tables  I  to  IV) 


The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  during  the  year  was  370  compared  with  359 
in  1958.  The  crude  death  rate  was  9.8  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  the  same 
as  that  for  the  previous  year.  If  the  death-rate  for  the  District  is  to  be  fairly 
compared  with  that  which  obtains  in  neighbouring  districts  it  should  be  multiplied  by 
the  Registrar  General’s  "comparability  factor"  (1.31  for  Wo rs ley)  to  give  the  "adjusted" 
death-rate  of  12.84  per  1,000  population.  This  factor  takes  into  account  the  differing 
age  structure  of  the  populations  in  different  districts  and  the  presence  in  any  district 
of  a  chronic  sick  hospital  (which  woul^  otherwise  weight  unfavourably  the  death  rate  for 
that  district). 


The  causes  of  death  are  clearly  set  out  in  Table  III.  It  will  be  seen  from 
this  table  that  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  was  due  to  causes  relating  to  the  heart 
or  circulatory  system  (causes  Nos.  17  to  21)  which  together  accounted  for  198  deaths 
or  53.5  of  the  total.  The  high  proportion  of  deaths  due  to  cancer  is  given  separate 
mention  below. 


In  Table  IV  I  have  given  the  age  distribution  of  deaths  and  it  will  be  noted 
that  over  the  five  years  1955  to  1959  taken  together  deaths  of  persons  aged  65  years 
and  upwards  accounted  for  63.0$,  deaths  of  those  between  45  and  65  years  for  26.2$  and 
deaths  of  those  under  45  years  for  only  10,70$  of  the  total.

The  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1959  represent  14.1$  of  all  deaths  in  the 
district,  and  give  a  cancer  mortality  rate  of  1.38  per  1 ,000  population.  The  national 
rate  for  1959  was  2.14  per  1 ,000  population. 


UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS 


During  the  year  there  were  30  deaths  (21  males,  9  females)  in  which  the  cause 
of  death  were  certified  after  post-mortem  examination  and/or  coroner’s  inquests.  This; 
represents  8.1$  of  all  the  deaths  in  the  district. 


There  were  7  inquests  held  and  the  coroner’s  verdict  was  as  follows:-

MORTUARIES 


Sixteen  bodies  were  admitted  to  the  mortuary  in  Chestnut  Avenue,  Walkden  and 
eight  to  the  mortuary,  Manchester  Road  West,  Little  Hulton. 

In  addition  seven  bodies  from  the  Little  Hulton  police  area  were  directed  to 
the  Bolton  General  Hospital  for  post  mortem  examination. 

Both  mortuaries  in  use  in  the  district  fall  short  cf  modern  standards. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  were  1 ,01 1  notifications  of  infectious  disease  (including  tuberculosis) 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  303  during  1958, 

The  distribution  of  these  cases  as  between  various  age  groups  and  in  the 
various  wards  of  the  District  is  shown  in  Table  V,  'while  in  Table  VI  the  infectious 
diseases  experience  in  1S59  is  seen  along  with  that  of  the  preceding  24  years. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  notified,  from  63  in 
1958  to  671  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  number  of  confirmed  cases  of  sonne  dysentery  was  155  as  against  35  for 

1958, 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Statistical  particulars  relative  to  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  are  given 
in  Tables  VII,  VIII  and  IX.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  14  new  cases  during  the 
year  (13  respiratory  and  1  non-respiratory)  and  that  there  were  5  deaths.  These 
deaths  represent  a  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  of  0.13  per  1,000  population,  which 
compares  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  0.085. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Table  VIII  that  there  was  a  net  increase  of  2  in  the 
total  number  of  cases  known  to  the  Department  and  resident  in  the  District.  This  is 
after  taking  into  account  the  cases  newly  notified  during  the  year,  and  known  cases 
which  were  transferred  to  the  register  on  moving  into  the  District  from  Salford  or 
other  districts. 

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 
Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

This  is  advised  at  about  3  months  of  age.  Infant  vaccination  gives  a  measure 
of  protection  to  the  individual  for  many  years;  should  the  disease  be  contracted 
subsequently  it  is  generally  in  a  modified  form  and  a  fatal  issue  is  unlikely.

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  have  the  choice 
of  having  children  immunised  from  the  age  of  four  months. 

(1)  by  a  ’’triple"  vaccine  giving  protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping 

cough,  and tetanus; 

(2)  by  a  "combined"  vaccine  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough; 

(3)  against  whooping  cough  only; 

(4)  against  diphtheria  only; 

(5)  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus. 

In  the  case  of  "triple",  "combined"  or  whooping  cough  immunisation, 
three  injections  are  given  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  one  month. 

These  protective  injections  are  given  free  of  charge  at  Clinics  and  by 
general  practitioners  at  their  surgeries.  The  County  Council  pays  a  fee  to  genera 
practitioners  for  sending  in  a  record  card  containing  particulars  of  these 
inmunisations .

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  in  accordance  with 
instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  vaccination  was  offered  during  the 
year  to  the  following  groups 
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1  -  Children  born  in  the  years  1943  -  1959. 

2  -  Persons  born  in  the  years  1933  -  1942. 

3  -  Expectant  Mothers. 

4  -  General  Practitioners  and  families. 

5  -  Ambulance  Staff  and  families. 

6  -  Hospital  staff,  medical  students  and  their  families. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  a  total  of  9,447  residents  had  been  vaccinated 
(by  two  injections)  since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme;  3,290  of  these  vaccina¬ 
tions  were  done  during  the  year  under  report.  During  the  year  6,098  third 
injections  were  given.  In  addition  to  British  vaccine,  American  and  Canadian  Salk 
was  used  for  vaccinations. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  of  children  about 
to  leave  school  may  be  invited  to  consent  to  their  children  being  skin-tested  for 
susceptibility  to  tuberculosis,  and  to  their  being  vaccinated  against  tuberculosis 
with  B.C.G.  vaccine  if  the  skin-test  shows  them  to  be  susceptible  to  this  disease. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 


Under  Section  47  of  this  Act  (amended  in  1951)  a  Local  Authority  may 
apply  to  a  Court  for  an  Order  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or  Part  III 
accommodation  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  which  they  are  unable  to 
provide  for  themselves  and  which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons. 

No  case  arose  during  the  year  in  which  it  was  necessary  to  take  action 
under  this  section.

TO  TOE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  WQRSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 
Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  on  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1959, 

The  emphasis  during  the  year  has  been  on  Slum  Clearance,  Eighty-six 
houses  were  represented  to  the  Council  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation  and 
either  included  in  Clearance  Areas  or  dealt  with  as  individual  unfit  houses. 

This  figure  brought  the  number  of  houses  dealt  with  during  the  first  four  years 
of  the  Council's  five-year  Slum  Clearance  Programme  to  223,  which  exceeds  the 
original  programme  by  23.  This  is  due  to  the  inclusion  of  a  number  of  houses 
which  it  was  intended  to  bring  into  the  second  five-year  programme,  but  owing 
to  their  deterioration,  it  was  necessary  for  earlier  action  to  be  taken. 

The  Council  decided,  in  principle,  on  the  establishment  of  two  smoke  control 
areas;  one  in  the  Town  centre,  and  the  other  on  the  north  western  boundary  of  the 
district,  which  consists  almost  entirely  of  a  council  housing  estate  in  course 
of  development.  Following  this  declaration,  every  building  in  the  areas  must  be 
visited  to  ascertain  the  types  of  existing  fireplaces  and  to  determine  the 
conversions  or  adaptations  necessar}'.  This  is  also  the  most  convenient  time  to 
acquaint  householders  of  their  obligations  when  the  Smoke  Control  Order  is  made. 
In  practice  this  has  been  found  to  be  most  time  consuming,  and  to  spend  an  hour 
in  consultation  with  an  owner  or  occupier  is  not  uncommon.  This  is  bound  to 
place  a  strain  on  the  resources  of  the  department  if  other  aspects  of  the  work 
are  not  to  suffer. 

Dr.  Elwood  has  made  reference  to  the  time  spent  on  the  investigation  of 
cases  and  suspected  cases  of  sonne  dysentery  and  the  associated  sampling.  It 
is  regretted  that  so  much  time  should  have  to  be  spent  on  this  comparatively 
mild,  yet  highly  infectious  disease,  which  can  only  be  done  at  the  expense  of 
more  constructive  and  lasting  work  in  connection  with  slum  clearance,  food 
hygiene  and  smoke  control. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  Dr.  Elwood, 
and  all  the  members  of  the  department  for  their  support  during  the  year.

There  were  517  complaints  made  to  the  office,  either  by  letter,  telephon 
or  personal  visit,  as  against  495  last  year. 


All  complaints  were  investigated  and  the  necessary  action  taken. 
VISITS  AND  INSPECTIONS  (Table  XI )

A  large  proportion  of  the  inspectors’  time  has  been  spent  on  the 
investigation  of  notified  infectious  diseases,  and  principally  cases  or  suspeo 

cases  of  dysentery. 


NOTICES  SERVED  AND  LEGAL,  PROCEEDINGS 


236  informal  notices  and  16  statutory  notices,  were  served  to  secure  thi 
abatement  of  nuisances  and  the  remedying  of  housing  defects. 


It  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings.

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HOUSING 


Ceneral 

The  housing  conditions  of  the  district  are  comparatively  good.  The 
Council  own  approximately  45%>  of  all  dwellings;  there  are  a  large  number  of 
privately-owned  houses  of  the  semi-detached  type;  and  the  residue  is  made 
up  of  terraced  property.  A  good  proportion  of  this  terraced  property  is  owned 
by  the  occupiers  and,  in  most  cases,  has  been  improved  and  well-maintained. 
Tenanted  houses,  in  the  main,  have  been  fairly  well  maintained,  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  small  number  of  complaints  and  applications  for  certificates 
of  disrepair  received  by  the  department, 

A  small  number  of  houses  are  reaching  the  end  of  their  useful  life  and 
will  be  dealt  with  in  future  slum  clearance  programmes. 

Slum  Clearance 


Good  progress  was  made  during  the  year. 

82  houses  were  represented  as  unfit  houses  and  included  in  clearance 

areas . 


4  houses  were  dealt  with  as  individually  unfit  houses. 

This  brings  the  total  of  unfit  houses  represented  during  the  first  four 
years  of  the  slum  clearance  programme  to  223,  which  exceeds  the  figure  included 
in  the  original  five-year  programme  by  twenty -three , 

23  unfit  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year  and  8  individual  unfit 
houses  were  closed. 

Housing  Repairs 

151  Houses  were  rendered  fit  by  the  owners  as  a  result  of  informal 
notices  from  the  department. 

14  houses  were  made  fit  by  owners  as  a  result  of  statutory  notices. 

One  house  was  made  fit  by  the  Council  in  default  of  the  owner  after 
the  service  of  a  statutory  notice. 
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Rent  Act,  1957. 

There  were  only  4  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  compared 
with  36  for  the  previous  year. 

2  certificates  of  disrepair  were  issued. 

7  undertakings  were  given  by  landlords  to  carry  out  necessary  repairs. 

3  certificates  were  cancelled  on  completion  of  work  of  repair. 

Housing  Statistics  (Table  XIII) 

110  houses  and  flats  were  built  by  the  Council  for  local  needs. 

91  houses  and  flats  were  built  by  the  Council  to  accommodate  overspill 
population  from  Salford. 

77  private  houses  were  erected  during  the  year. 

Improvement  Grants 


68  Applications  for  improvement  grants  were  received,  which  was  an 
increase  of  23  over  the  previous  year. 

Works  of  improvement  were  completed  at  35  houses  during  the  period 
under  review. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLY 

( a)  Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods  (Tables  XIV  &  XV) 

206  bovines,  819  sheep  and  168  pigs  were  slaughtered  at  the  two  licenced 
slaughterhouses,  and  their  carcases  were  inspected. 

Once  again  a  high  class  of  animal  was  slaughtered  and  only  4  cwts.  3  qrs. 
22  lbs.  was  condemned. 

A  variety  of  other  foods  condemned  amounted  to  5  cwts.  1  qr.  16^  lbs. 

All  condemned  food  was  disposed  of  on  the  Council’s  controlled  tip. 
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(b)  Adulteration  of  Food  (Table  XVI) 


The  Lancashire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  this  aspect  of  the 
work  and  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  supplied  the  information 
contained  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

Of  the  178  samples  of  milk  submitted  for  analysis,  five  were  found  to 
be  below  standard  and  resulted  in  legal  proceedings  being  taken. 

81  samples  of  other  foods  and  drugs  were  also  submitted  for  analysis. 

(c)  Food  Hygiene.  (Tables  XI,  XVII,  XVIII) . 

Details  of  the  types  of  food  premises,  the  inspections  made  and  defects 
found  are  contained  in  the  abovementioned  tables. 

(d)  Milk  and  Dairies  (Table  XIX) 

Worsley  is  a  "designated  area"  in  which  only  the  following  designated 
milks  may  be  sold,  i.e.  tuberculin-tested  milk,  pasteurised  milk  and  sterilised 
milk. 


There  is  no  heat  treatment  plant  within  the  district. 

(e)  Ice  Cream 

Ice  Cream  was  manufactured  at  three  premises  and  nine  inspections  were 
made.  Conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Smoke  Control  Areas 


During  the  year  the  Council  decided  in  principle  to  the  establishment  of 
two  smoke  control  areas. 

No.  1  Area  covers  the  northern  portion  of  central  ward  and  is  approximately 
94  acres  in  area.  It  includes  714  dwelling  houses  and  104  other  premises. 

No.  2  Area  is  approximately  168  acres  in  area  and  comprised  part  of  the 
Peel  Estate  which  is  being  developed  as  a  Council  housing  estate.  It  is 
anticipated  that  there  will  be  about  1275  premises  in  this  area  when  fully  developed. 

The  Minister  has  given  preliminary  clearance  to  these  proposals  and  the 
detailed  surveys  were  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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General 


Whilst  there  has  been  an  improvement  in  industrial  smoke  emission  the 
department  still  receives  complaints  regarding  smoke  from  locomotives  using 
the  collieries’  railway  system.  Representations  have  been  made  to  the  Area 
General  Manager  of  the  National  Coal  Board,  who  assures  the  Council  that  all 
practical  steps  are  being  taken  to  minimise  the  nuisance.  It  would  appear, 
therefore,  that  no  real  improvement  will  be  achieved  until  the  steam 
locomotives  are  replaced. 

Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  (Table  XX) . 

The  Council  participate  ?n  a  joint  scheme  comprising  27  Local 
Authorities  for  the  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

Three  lead  peroxide  instruments  are  installed,  one  at  Parr  Fold  Park, 
one  at  Peel  Park  and  one  at  the  Walkden  Cricket  Ground.  Details  of  the 
results  are  shown  in  Table  XX  and  these  figures  are  also  supplied  to  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research. 

Fran  the  figures  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  readings  for  the  winter 
periods  (October  to  March)  for  each  site  are  approximately  double  those  for 
the  summer  periods  (April  to  September)  .  Whilst  weather  conditions  may  have 
some  bearing  on  the  figures,  it  would  appear  that  when  there  are  fewer 
domestic  fires  during  the  suEsrser  months  the  pollution  is  lowest,  and  increases 
during  the  colder  months  when  people  begin  to  relight  their  fires. 

It  may  also  be  significant  that  the  lowest  recorded  figure  for  a 
particular  month  occurred  in  July  when  the  majority  of  industrial  premises 
were  closed  for  a  period  due  to  holidays. 

GENERAL  SANITATION 

Water  Supply 

Water  for  the  district  is  supplied  by  Bolton  Corporation  and  by 
Manchester  Corporation.  Although  the  summer  of  1959  was  one  of  the  driest 
on  record,  no  shortage  of  water  was  experienced. 

One  sample  of  water  from  the  Bolton  Supply  was  bacteriological ly 
unsatisfactory  and  representations  were  made  to  Bolton  Corporation.  The  mains 
were  flushed  and  subsequent  samples  taken  by  Bolton  Corporation  proved 
satisfactory . 

The  farm  cottage  at  Rowsons  i'th*  Nook  is  the  only  house  in  the  district- 
not  on  a  mains  supply.  Water  is  piped  to  the  house  from  a  s hallo*/  well.  Two 
samples  were  taken*  one  was  not  entirely  satisfactory  and  the  other  was  found 
to  be  of  a  suitable  bacteriological  standard. 
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Streams 


On  four  occasions  during  the  year  pollution  of  streams  occurred  as  a 
result  of  either  choked  drains  or  sewers.  The  period  of  pollution  was  of 
short  duration. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  system  of  the  district  is  partly  of  the  dual 
and  partly  of  the  combined  system  and,  except  for  a  few  isolated  areas,  covers 
the  entire  district. 

A  number  of  the  public  sewers  are  affected  by  subsidence  and  there  is 
evidence  that  some  are  inadequate  to  take  the  flow  during  periods  of  rain. 

The  Council  are  considering  the  provision  of  new  lengths  of  sewers  to  take 
storm  water  to  relieve  those  sewers  which  now  become  surcharged. 

All  the  sewage  from  the  district  with  the  exception  of  that  from  the 
Worsley  Road  North  area,  is  conveyed  by  trunk  sewer  to  the  Eccles  Corporation 
sewage  works  for  treatment. 

The  Worsley  Road  North  sewage  Works  was  closed  during  the  year,  and 
sewage  from  this  area  is  now  treated  at  the  new  works  at  Kearsley. 

Sanitary  accommodation 


The  Council  operate  a  scheme  of  financial  assistance,  amounting  to  half 
the  cost  of  converting  insanitary  types  of  closets  to  freshwater  closets* 

Four  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  freshwater  closets  during 
the  year.

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Insect  Control 


Six  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs  and  26  infestations  of 
other  types  of  insects, 

A  variety  of  insecticides  including  D.D.T.,  pyrethrum  and  malathion 
were  used  by  the  department  in  the  eradication  of  these  insect  pests. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

One  site  was  licenced  for  the  use  of  moveable  dwellings,  the  occupants 
of  which  were  engaged  on  the  making  of  the  new  trunk  road. 

In  addition  five  individual  licences  were  issued. 

Factories  (Table  XXI) 

Four  factories  were  found  to  have  sanitary  accommodation  which  was 
unsatisfactory  in  some  respect. 

Shops 

111  visits  were  made  to  shops  in  connection  with  duties  under  the  Shops 

Act. 

Two  contraventions  of  the  Act  concerning  Sunday  trading  were  observed 
and  legal  proceedings  were  instituted.  In  each  case  a  fine  of  two  pounds  was 
imposed. 

Rodent  Control  (Table  XXII) 

One  full-time  operative  is  employed  on  this  work.  A  free  service  is  given 
to  householders  and  a  charge  is  made  for  treatments  carried  out  at  business 
premises.  .< 

594  treatments  for  rats  and  mice  were  carried  out  at  private  dwelling- 
houses  and  151  treatments  at  other  types  of  premises. 

The  Council's  sewers  were  baited  twice  during  the  year.  No  serious 
infestation  was  discovered.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  and  Salvage 

Refuse  Collection 

The  collection  of  refuse  from  a  population  of  37,600  is  a  task  of  some 
magnitude,  and  one  which  presents  the  Cleansing  Officer  with  problems  of  some 
complexity.  The  major  problems  facing  him  are  the  disruptions  of  the  service, 
which  occur  due  to  inadequate  staff  as  a  result  of  sickness  and  holidays,  and 
the  retarding  of  the  collection  due  to  inclement  weather.  While  these  problems 
are  common  to  most  districts,  in  some  degree,  Worsley  is  faced  with  the 
additional  task  of  meeting  the  needs  of  a  constantly  expanding  population. 

In  1957  the  service  was  reviewed  and  the  Council  gave  consideration  to 
the  introduction  of  an  incentive  bonus  scheme,  but  rejected  it  in  favour  of  a 
general  re-organisation  of  the  service. 

Whilst  this  resulted  in  an  increased  daily  output  per  man,  it  did  not 
produce  a  weekly  collection  because  of  the  difficulties  previously  mentioned. 

The  following  year,  in  an  effort  to  maintain  a  full  staff  of  refuse 
collectors,  three  extra  men  were  anployed  over  and  above  the  normal  establish¬ 
ment.  Even  so,  there  were  numerous  occasions  when  it  was  not  possible  to 
provide  all  the  refuse  collection  vehicles  with  their  full  compliment  of  men. 
This  again  resulted  in  the  Council  being  unable  to  provide  an  adequate 
collection. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  Council  will  have  to  give  further  consideration 
to  the  means  of  providing  a  weekly  collection  and  perhaps,  re-examine  the 
merits  of  an  incentive  bonus  scheme. 

An  "Eagle  Compressmore"  rear  loading  refuse  vehicle  was  purchased  and 
brought  into  service  in  July.  This  vehicle  is  provided  with  a  mechanical 
compressor  which  compacts  the  refuse  and  provides  the  vehicle  with  an 
effective  capacity  of  almost  three  times  that  of  the  side  loading  wagon,  which 
it  replaced. 

Refuse  Disposal 

All  house  and  trade  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  the  Berry field  Tip.  A 
Chaseside  mechanical  shovel  with  bulldozer  blade  is  employed  in  the  control  of 
the  tip,  and  whilst  this  machine  has  been  invaluable  it  has  certain  limitations 
for  this  type  of  work.  In  1955,  when  the  machine  was  purchased  for  tip  control, 
it  was  on  the  understanding  that  the  vehicle  would  be  made  available  from  time 
to  time,  to  the  Highways  Department.  This  determined  that  the  vehicle  should  be 
fitted  with  tyres  so  that  it  could  travel  on  the  roads.  Experience  has  shown 
that  a  tracked  type  of  machine  has  greater  pushing  power,  produces  more  even 
consolidation  of  the  refuse  and  a  better  finished  level.  Since  the  machine  is 
required  full-time  for  this  work  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  purchase 
of  a  tracked  type  of  machine  when  the  Chaseside  Shovel  is  to  be  replaced. 

The  culverting  of  the  stream  running  between  the  present  tip  and  the 
proposed  extension  was  completed  during  the  year. 

Salvage  (Table  XXIV) 

The  income  from  the  sale  of  salvage  amounted  to  £1,617.  15.  9d,,  which 
was  an  increase  of  £65.  11.  8d,  over  the  previous  year.
